high and dry and all th at could bd 
desired. 
“ This 
was 
the first 
charitable 
Institution establishm ent by the state. 
It was adopted by an act ot the legis­ 
lature, approved February 
9, 1850. 
It was opened for the 
reception of 
pupils under the direction of a board 
of trustees appointed by the governor 
on Oct. 7, 1850. 
On April 13, 1871, 
the old building was destroyed by 
fire. 
On January I, 1876, the wing of 
the new building was ready for occu- 
patcy. 
Since then tho main struct­ 
ure has been built and a t the present 
tim e new building* 
are being oon- 
c Ira cod and are nearly completed which 
w ill furnish accommodations for the 
increasing demand. 
H ave 
H O P a tien ts. 
The institution contains, a t the pres" 
en! time, about HO pupils, the sexes 
being about equally divided. 
T te in - 
atitution takes pupils from eight to 
twenty-one years of age. 
The sewer of the institution empties 
into the Reek river which runs near 
the building and ba6 a good fall and 
is flashed out every time there is a 
ra t-, the w ater being collected from 
the rOwf for th at purpose. 
There are 
also I ..ditties for Hushing the sewer at 
other times should it become neces­ 
sary. 
Th*- *• vter supply of the institution 
comes from the city of Janesville and 
is c* good quality. 
The new buildings in the process of 
construction are to contain all modern 
conveniences but the old building is far 
from beiag in a first class sanitary 
condition at the present time. 
The 
ventilation is poor. 
The water-closets 
and bath rortns are located in the

wooden floors. 
The urinals through­ 
out the institution have been supplied 
during the past year 
with marble 
alabs, which improve their condition 
very materially. 
We were informed 
th a t the plumbing in the institution 
bac. been thoroughly overhauled dur­ 
ing the past year and was considered 
in good condition. 
S w il H ospital Facilities. 
The hospital facilities ara not w hat 
they 6h'uld be. 
TI ere are two rooms 
in the main building devotee to this 
purpose 
In ail institutions of this 
kind a hospital should be provi ed in 
separate 
building from the others 
w here cases of contagions disease can 
be a t once removed and isolated. 
It 
woald be impossible to isolate contagi­ 
ous diseases in a satisfactory m anner 
In this institution with its present 
facilities. 
Contagions disease is liable 
to occut a t any time, although the 
institution has 
been 
exceptionally 
free, in times past. 
All cases of con­ 
tagious disease, including consump­ 
tion, should be isolated from the other 
In ma tee, and thisoannot be done w ith­ 
out a separate building fitted up for 
the purpose. 
There has been very lit­ 
tle sickness in the institution during 
the past two years. We were informed 
th a t one case of diphtheria, one of 
Bearlet fever, and one of consumption, 
th e latter being fatal, were the only 
contagious diseases th at had occurred 
in the institution during th a t period 
W h ere Servants Live. 
The servants of 
the institution 
occupy sleeping and sitting rooms in 
the basem ent of the main building. 
This we deem decidedly against all 
principles of good hygiene, and better 
accomodations should be furnished. 
The dormitories used for sleeping pur­ 
poses are of fairly good size but will 
ba very much improved as the new 
buildings are completed, which will 
relieve somewhat the crowded cond! 
tion th a t now exists. 
We are informed by the superinten­ 
dent th a t the system of ventilation 
was soon to be overhauled and a ays 
tem of fans to be connected at the top 
of the chimneys, into which ventilation 
flues were to enter, and be operated 
by electricity, there being an electric 
plant in the institution This undoubt 
edly will improve very m aterial y the 
ventilation of the institution, but wil 


less, we would strongly recommend 
th at the remodeling of the ventilation 
of the old building be commenced at 
the earliest possible date;
